lunch, Clergymen engaged in home mission 
work in the Canadian West draw the princely 
sum of three dollars a day, with no extras 
These facts furnished the essence of a com- 
Ppiaint which Dean C. E. Riley brought to the 
attention of the synod of the Church of 
England in Canada aff's meeting in Toronto 
recently. 

Three dollars a day, or $21 a week, is 
indisputably an income inadequate to main 
tain a living standard in keeping with the 
place a clergyman is-expected to fill both in 
the church and in the life of his community, 
especially if he is married. Members attend- 
ing the synod rightly declared the scale to 
be “a disgrace to Canada” and urged that the 
minimum stipend for the clergy in Wegtern 
Canada be $1,200 a year, plus 
for transportation. Bishory 
basea was well justified in saying he would 
go on strike against appointing any more 
men to charges in the far north until living 
allowances were raised. and the “miserable 
rectories” improved. , 

For a young man to fit himself for office 
in the church calls for costly years at college. 
More often than not, this involves a hard 
struggle on his part and sacrifices on the 
part of his family. It is discouraging to re- 
alize that after such preparation he will re-| 
ceive a salary less than that of an unskilled 
laborer. But it is well for the church itself 
that these conditions are being brought to 
light, and it is particularly to the point that 
the laymen of the churth should be made 
aware of them.

| WITH THE US. NAVY IN 
THE GULF OF SALERNO (De- 
layed, AP)—The once beautiful 
port of Naples now is a ravaged 
city of horrors. 

Desperate German troops—rul- 
ing the tortured city by terrorism 
—are spreading destruction, ma- 
chine-gunning women and chil- 
dren and forcing soldiers and 
civilians alike into slave-labor bat- 
talions, with death for those who 
refuse, - 

This is the story brought from 
Naples by terrified refugees who
